Senior Curator The Great Coal Schooners of New 
England, published in 1948, when he was still a lieutenant in 
the Coast Guard. At 135 pages, it is a slim volume, but larger 
than his writings on other schooner trades. So when we 


received his generous bequest in 2006, we expected his collec-

on, was a ridiculous word invented during World War II by peo- 
ple who didn’t know any better. This coal wharf has a clamshell 
bucket for scooping the coal out of the schooner, which seems 
more efficient than some of the other equipment seen in photo- 
graphs. Capt. Parker obtained this print from Paul Stubing. 


Nothing but Net: 


Museums as Bottom Feeders

When the afternoon sea-breeze 
kicks in up the Kennebec, and 
youre 40 feet up on a high-lift 
boom trying to put a reef in 250 
feet of 13-fathom pogey net, you 
had best be upwind. I was not, 
and was suddenly swathed in the 
billowing mesh, vainly groping for 
something solid, disoriented, and feeling a bit, well, old- 
pogey-ish. That was, after all, the point of this dry land 
installation of a full-size purse-seine net — to gain a men- 
haden-eye view of this fishing gear — that is virtually never 
seen deployed. A net is either in a pile in a pick-up, or on 
deck, or else blooming open below the ocean surface, an 
invisible curtain draped around a shifting, shimmering irra- 
tional force of nature. If you get it right. 
Unlike the solidity of our mi 
anchors, boats, and tools, the nets 
are a marvel to me, anti-artifacts, 
really, so insubstantial — just a col- 
lection of holes stitched together — 
and yet so ruthlessly strong. (After 
five days of net-hanging, my fin- 
gernails “gc throbbing like they 
had all been pulled off and glued 


on backwards.) And, in a sense, so 


simple, just an endless repetition of 
basic knots in a basic piece of twine, building on rechniques 
known since pre-history, yet so sophisticated in overall 
design and purpose. There were one hell of a lot of mistakes 
made through history trying to throw nets in the water after 
fish; there are a lot of ways to screw it up. So that ungainly 
pile of twine on the boat has evolved to become precisely 
the tool its user needs, performing in an ingenious, well- 
behaved, and predictable way under the waves.

For those of you not fluent in Hawaiian, Aloha means 
both “hello” and “goodbye” and unfortunately in the 
headline today it means “goodbye.” On May 1, the Bishop 
Museum in Honolulu closed the Hawaii Maritime Center 
citing drops in endowment, a poor stock market, and cuts 
in state support. The Bishop Museum does not know 
when, or under what circumstances, it may be able to 
reopen, and in the meantime the collections on loan will 
be returned and the rest mothballed. 

It is over 5,120 miles from Bath, Maine to Honolulu, 
Hawaii, but the two cities share a rich maritime history. 
Many of the ships built in Bath went on to trade in the 
Pacific, engaging in the lucrative Hawaiian sugar trade. 
Harold Marsh Sewall, of the famed Bath shipbuilding fam- 
ily, served as United States Minister to Hawaii, was involved 
in the annexation of the Hawaiian Republic in 1898, and 
campaigned unsuccessfully to become Governor. His 
Hawaiian-born daughter was named Emma Kaiulani Sewall 
after the Hawaiian princess, and that exotic-sounding name 
continues to be used in that very New England family today. 
Despite the differences in climate and geography, these two 
cities are linked through history, trade, and deep maritime 
traditions that continue to the present. Watching this 
museum close its doors feels like a blow close to home.

Some Burdensome: Big Ships, Big Cargoes

Celebrating the December 7% 
15, 2009 centennial of =| 
the launch of the largest 
wooden ship ever built — 
the six-mast schooner 
WYOMING, a bulk coal 
carrier built at Bath's Percy §f 
& Small shipyard (the site 
now preserved and inter- 
preted by Maine Maritime ! 
Museum) — Some Burdensome will pay 
homage to the big ones, past and pres- 
ent, and the folks that filled them. From 
shovels, chanteys and cotton screws to 
standardized steel containers with radio 
frequency ID and radiation scanning, it’s 
all about humping the goods, and giving 
good weight. And from Noah's Ark to 
the Emma Maersk, the way to move big 
weight is to float it. 

Maine's commerce, both past and 
present, has always pivoted on success- 
ful solutions to bulk cargo export and 
import, and is looking ahead at an 
ever-increasing international role. 
While global manufacturing is ever 
more dependent on the economies of 
scale offered by maritime shipping, ris- 
ing transport costs are bringing new 
looks at the size and shape of future 
ocean carriers; even sails are being re- 
visited. Maine is once again being seen 
not as the end of the highway, but 


® rather as a stepping off 
point to the rest of the © 
world. While the technolo- 
gies may have changed, 
Maine shipbuilders and 
shippers of a hundred 
years ago would only smile 
knowingly and say, “Is 
there any other way?” 
Environmental impact 
has always been part and parcel of 
green- (coastal), brown- (riverine) and 
blue- (trans-oceanic) water shipping, 
from the spreading of the Black Plague 
from Mediterranean into northern 
European ports, to the world-wide 
distribution of alien marine species in 
ballast water and invasive forest insects 
in palletized cargo, to as yet unfulfilled 
terrorist threats involving bio-hazards 
in container-ships.

tion of historical photographs (approximately 6,000 pictures, 
not counting the thousands he took himself, which we have 
made into a separate collection) to contain a lot of references 
to the coal trade. We were right. Careful readers of the 
Rhumb Line will remember that Captain W. J. Lewis Parker, 
USCG (Ret), was the greatest expert on the American 
schooner. He generously left Maine Maritime Museum his 
entire research library as well as over $400,000. The library 
arrived here in 260 cartons of books, periodicals, manuscripts, 
photographs, ship plans, and charts. Those who knew 
Captain Parker's collection also knew of his interest in the 
coal trade. 

There are many pictures of the big schooners at coal 
wharves. After some time spent going through the collection, 
the viewer can even recognize certain wharves by their 
unusually distinctive equipment for loading or discharging 
the vessels. With perseverance, the researcher can even find 
rare photographs with close-up details of coal coming out of 
hatches, and the surprisingly small buckets used to accom- 
plish the task of hoisting thousands of tons of coal out of a 
schooner’s hold. 

Each year, the Museum's staff provide training sessions in 
various subjects for our volunteers (and other staff). Many 
times, when talking about Percy & Small schooners or the 
coasting trades to and from Maine, volunteers have asked for 
details of coal handling. This year, we can really show them. 

Accompanying this story are a number of the best pic- 
tures from the Parker Collection (PC-202) depicting details 
of the coal trade. 


Loading the Rebecca R. Douglas (three-mast schooner) at the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad coal dock at Hoboken, 
NJ, October 1937 (detail of larger photo). Capt. Parker got this 
photograph from Frank W. Thober, who took it. 


Discharging coal from the Susie M. Plummer (four-mast schooner) 
at Galveston, TX, using a rather strange-looking derrick (detail of 
larger photo). The two derricks appear to be sitting directly on 
the coal shed, which runs the length of the wharf. The vessel is 
discharging out of the forward two hatches at the same time. 
The photograph was taken between 1890 and 1909 by a photog- 
rapher named Verkin. Capt. Parker obtained a copy print courtesy 
of James E. Creighton, the schooner’s master. 


A tub of coal coming out of the hatch of the Anna R. Heidritter 
(four-mast schooner) at Jekyll Island, GA. How much coal do you 
think is in the tub —- maybe 150 pounds? The schooner Wyoming 
could carry 6,000 tons of coal, and many schooners could carry more 
than 4,000 tons. Imagine how many times a coal bucket like this 
would have to be filled to discharge a big schooner. This picture was 
probably taken not long before 1942, and was obtained by Capt. 
Parker from Don Fraser, who apparently sailed in the Heidritter. 
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A similar tub of coal coming ashore at the Boston Gas Light Company, Commercial Point, 


Dorchester, MA, August 20, 1883. The tub will be dumped into the car, which looks like it 


can hold several tub-fulls. When the car is full, it will be wheeled down the tracks to 
wherever the company needs it. 


Wyoming (six-mast schooner) receives her first cargo of coal at Lambert Point, Norfolk, 
VA, early in 1910. Coal is piled high in at least three hatches, indicating that loading has 
been going on at these hatches simultaneously. Beneath the decks, as this picture is 
taken, trimmers are laboring away, shoveling the coal to the side of the vessel and the 
spaces between the hatches. As the trimmers finish their work, these heaps of coal will 
subside below the level of the hatches. This photograph was taken by John B. Brooks, 
nephew of the Governor of Wyoming, who accompanied the vessel on her maiden voy- 


age from Bath to Norfolk, in ballast. Capt. Parker obtained copies of the photographs 
from Brooks, many years later.

element is what eludes all of us who try to peer back in time. Ironically, the 
artifacts that survive to reach us may be the ones that were never used to death 
- the ill-wrought, the duds, the mistakes. Was the dead-eye dug up during our 
pier re-build dropped overboard by mistake, extra inventory, or un-useable 
cheap crap? Such is the myopia of the bottom feeder, where anything that 
trickles down from Real Life at the surface is somehow assumed to be signifi- 
cant. 

Fortunately, the user of this net was peering up at me as I untangled myself 
and the lift boom. “It’s bigger than I thought it was,” said pogey fisherman 
and Southern Maine Community College teacher Brian Tarbox. This from the 
guy who knew every mesh of the twine, the weak and the strong, from the 
wing end to the bunt, who had generously measured and cut off the 250 feet 
we could use from the rest of his twine, and had sewn a new buntline and 
purse rings on to create a display net for us. He has been making a living using 
this net, but he had never actually seen it as a whole. 

This is what is amazing about fishing with nets: using one mind’s-eye thing 
to try to catch another mind’s-eye thing, without ever seeing either interacting. 
The farmer sees his future furrow; the fisherman never sees his future fish. 

Akin to sail-makers in their grasp of curved planar surfaces, net-makers 
work in lofts if they are lucky, but as often as not the sail or the net must be 

repaired or rebuilt or redesigned by mariners in working conditions guided 
only by the mind’s eye, by the inner understanding of how an unwieldy mate- 
rial will set when tossed back into the elements, elements that will not only 
bring its shape to life, but will also eventually destroy it.

Plastic and electricity 
have replaced precious metals as the 
underpinnings of finance. We no

For a purse full of monetarily maritime 
artifacts, place your bet on Notes from 
the Orlop, No. 28, in our online collec- 
tions blog, exclusively at 
www.MaineMaritimeMuseum.org. 


The orlop, sometimes over-lop, deck : 
was the lowest full-length deck of a 
17th-18th-19th-century warship; it was 
a place where the anchor cables were 
coiled, the sails deposited, and several 
officers had their store-rooms. Earlier it 
was a partial deck, especially on smaller 
ships. Sometimes it is temporary in 
nature, except for the beams. In some 
merchant vessels, an orlop deck forms 
the floor of the cargo holds. It appears 
that, in the beginning, the word 
referred to those partial decks, which 
overlap the full-length decks. It origi- 
nates in the Dutch overlope, meaning 
overlap, coming via Middle English.

The Beach Pea combines the best characteristics of seawor- 
thiness and traditional charm. Whether used for exploring 
the coast, marshes, rivers or inland lakes, its reputation as a 
tender is excellent. The Beach Pea is a modern adaptation 
of the Peapod, a classic, centuries-old design. The Beach 
Pea was designed by Doug Hylan to be stable and seawor- 
thy, like its predecessors; but he incorporated modern 
materials and construction techniques into the Peapod re- 
design to enhance the boat's durability and strength, while 
decreasing necessary maintenance. This boat includes a 
spruce rig, dacron sail and pair of rowing oars.

Built in the Museum’s Boatshop, the Isle Au Haut Skiff is a 
whitehall-style pulling boat, also called a Cape Rosier Skiff. 
This particular example is a reproduction of an original 1907 
Isle Au Haut Skiff named Tara that is part of the Museum's 
collection. These boats combine the best characteristics of 
seaworthiness and traditional charm with an excellent reputa- 
tion as a tender. The original builder is unknown. 

This example of an Isle Au Haut Skiff was constructed as 
the original with white oak keel, frames, breast-hook, seat 
risers, inwale, and rubrail. She is carvel planked in white- 
cedar and has a mahogany sheer plank and transom. She 
was fastened using bronze screws throughout and is truly a 
charm to row.

Among the many wonderful objects to be found in the Donnell House, I 
have a pair of artifacts which actually are my very favorites. One is a circa 
1845 lithograph showing how busy the Kennebec River was in the Mid- 
1800's. The Bath shoreline is viewed from the Woolwich shore, with the 
steamship Penobscot plying the river, as it did during this period. Three 
church steeples are shown in Bath, which are still here today. 


The second item is an 1890 map of the same area showing how may 


shipyards there were in the 19th century along the Bath shoreline, running 

north co south — thirteen at the time of this map — as well as the sawmills 
and spar yards to work the timber for all these big ships. Visitors are 
awestruck at how many shipyards there were in Bath during this period. In 
fact, one year more ship tonnage was built at Bath than at any other port 
except New York. Through nearly all the 1800s, more ships were built in 
Maine than in any other state, and more ships were built at Bath than in 
any other Custom District in Maine. William T. Donnell and Gardiner 
Deering acquired their shipyard in 1866 from the Hitchcock family, where 
they partnered together for 20 years before dissolving the partnership, with 
each continuing to build schooners in their own yards thereafter. 

The combination of the map and the lithograph give a really good idea of 
how busy Bath was in this period. At that time the river was an industrial 
landscape — noisy, dirty, and smelly — not the picturesque river view we 
think of today. This may explain why the homes of most shipbuilders face 
the street, rather than the river. 

I have been a docent here in the Donnell House ever since it opened, and 
I have learned more every year about the shipping industry at that time, and 
about the house. Come visit us some time!

Maine Maritime Museum is now the home 


of Maine’s newest Sea Scout “ship,” Ship 
243, the Kennebec Rover. A “ship” is the 


name given to a Sea Scout unit, much like 


a Boy Scout troop. 


The Sea Scouts are a branch of the Boy * 
Scouts of America’s Venturing Program, and 
as such are open to boys and girls age 14 — 21 (this 
fact did not prevent some of the girls in Ship 243 
from grumbling when handed their official member- 

ship cards in the Boy Scouts of America). Like 
Venturing, Sea Scouts emphasizes outdoor adventure, 
teamwork and leadership skills for youth, but with a 


distinctly nautical flavor. 


“Sea Scouts and Maine Maritime Museum were a 
natural fit,” says Museum educator Jim Nelson, who 
headed up the effort of establishing the ship and now 
serves as the Charter Organization Representative.

A New Puzzler 


This is an interesting picture of Portland 
Harbor, taken by Captain Frank A. Wilson 
(1879-1956), whose photographs were part 
of the collection of Captain W. J. Lewis 
Parker. This picture was one of hundreds 
of glass plate negatives taken by Wilson 
and preserved by Parker. It shows a part of 
the harbor which is being used rather 
informally for small vessel repair, and is 
also a vessel graveyard of sorts. A small fish- 
ing schooner has been hauled ashore for 
some planking work in the foreground. 
Just beyond, another vessel just slightly 
larger, probably once also a schooner, has 
been stripped of its deck and bulwark 
planking and left to rot. The bones of 
another vessel rest farther out in the water. 
The gable end of a building is just visible 
at the left edge of the image. What we 
need is for someone more expert in the his- 
tory and topography of Portland to orient 
us. Where is the picture taken, exactly, and 
what are those two industrial plants off in 
the distance? Can the boatyard, if that is 
what it is, where the photggraph is taken, 
be identified?

lot of ways it’s the focal point of mar- 
itime heritage in the Midcoast area.” 

Despite the central role the sea 
plays in the lives of so many in Bath 
and the surrounding region, and the 
_ popularity of scouting in Maine, there 
are no other Sea Scout ships in the 
region and few in the State. Mike LAbbe, a Boy 
Scout leader in Brunswick who serves on the com- 
mittee for Ship 243 is particularly enthusiastic about 
the possibilities for Sea Scouts in this area. “The 
maritime resources of Midcoast Maine are all here to 
be tapped for a program that can excite young adults 
and challenge them,” he points out. “It’s nautical. It’s 
exploratory. It’s heritage. It's personal growth. And 
most of all it is fun.” 

Ship 243 has nearly a dozen registered boys and 
girls, the “Kennebec Rovers,” who have participated 


in a number of activities, including helping sail a 45’

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ketch from Rockland to Boothbay Harbor and 
learning various nautical skills such as rope work and 
water safety. The Sea Scouts also do service work for 
their Charter Partner. In May the Kennebec Rovers 
helped set up the rigging on the Museum's playship 
for the summer season, a job that was both a good 
turn for their sponsor organization and a chance to 
learn more about seamanship along the way. 

Joey Donley, a serving member of the U.S. Navy 
stationed at Brunswick Naval Air Station, is the 
ship’s Skipper, the equivalent of a Scout Master in 
the Boy Scouts. Much of the business of the ship is 
handled by a Ship Committee of adults who volun- 
teer their time to see that the Scouts have a solid 
program. But the actual running of the ship is done 
by the Scouts themselves.
